He said the cost for an under- 
ground system would be more 
than $10,000, and that Sheppard, 
Morgan and Schwaab, enginee 
ing firm who surveyed the area 
and prepared the plans, sug 
gested the surface system 
which will end with a connec- 
tion to the existing underground 
sewer line

State to Make Repairs 
At Levee Pump Station 


The Illinois Division of Water- 
ways has been instructed by 
Governor Richard B. Ogilvie 
to make repairs at the North 
Pumping station of the East 
Side Levee and Sanitary Dis- 
trict in East St. Louis, where 
silting conditions have made the 
pumps inoperable.

Springfield — Next year Illi- 
noisans will be kept busy going 
to the polls. 

Just how many persons will 
be casting ballots for or against 
isn’t. quite completely deter- 
mined, But in the process they 
will even cast ballots for pre- 
cinct committeemen, or sim- 
ilar party offices, along with 
delegates to the national nomi- 
nating conventions. 

In many areas of the state 
the voters also will be casting 
ballots on special issues. These 
will range from bond issues to 
the formation of special taxing 
districts such as sanitary dis- 
trict’s, hospital districts or 
conservancy districts. 

Unless the General As- 
sembly, which is now in 
session, makes some 
changes in elections, Ili- 
noisans for sure will be fac- 
ing four major elections 
next year. 

The first will be Feb. 8, 
the primary election date 
for county boards of super- 

rs. Then on March 21 
there will be the reguiar 
primary for national, state 


and county offices, other 

than the county board, 

On April 4 there will be 
the election ef the county 
board of supervisors. The 
general election for nation- 
al, state and county offices 
will be held on Nov. 7. 
There has been some discus- 

sion in the General Assembly 
about moving the Illinois pri- 
mary election date back to the 
summer months. 

Illinois has had one summer 
primary election in recent 
years. 

That summer primary elec- 
tion was back in 1968. It was 
held in June just before the 
national nominating conven- 
tions. 

However, in the next session 
of the General Assembly, the 
lawmakers decided to change 
it back to March. 

If the General Assembly 
doesn’t take any action on 
the March primary it will 
mean that the filing of 
nominating petitions for 
candidates for state offices 
will be just around the cor- 
ner. The filing of these peti- 
tions will be in November. 


To date, the of 


State’s office has not published 
the usual booklet of election 
dates and necessary dates for 
filing. 

Apparently the main reason 
is officials are awaiting to see 
if the General Assembly does 
take any action on election 
dates.

Job Shortage Cuts 
Faculty Turnover 
From 20% to 7%

“2,298 Teachers Needed in IIli- 
hois. 

Those were the headlines in 
1967, and those were the days 
for teachers. ese days are 
gone—as gone as the headlines 
they inspired 

This year: 

About 10,000 qualified teach- 
ers in Illinois are jobless; and 
that reflects the situation over 
the country. 

The annual turnover rate 
among teachers, usually 
averaging about 20% in a 
given district, is now about 
7% over the state. 

Teachers, normally a high- 
ly mobile group, are afraid 
to give up their jobs, be- 
cause there just aren’t any 
others available. 

The legislature has eliminated 
many teacher education schol- 
arships; and a bill to eliminate 
provisional certificates has 
been signed by the governor. 
The state office of education is 
looking toward stiffer require- 
ments for certifications. 

Individual school districts, as 
well as the offices of the state 
and county superintendents, are 
besieged with applications for 
teaching jobs. 

The jobs aren't there. 

In an attempt to scare up 
jobs, the office of Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction Mi- 
chael Bakalis recently began a 
state placement ‘service for 
teachers, canvassing all the 
school districts in the state to 
turn up vacancies. 

Nearly all districts responded 
to the questionnaire sent out by 
the state office, said David Voy- 
pick, director of teacher place 
ment, who handled the bureau. 

Only about 600 positions— 
mostly filled almost as soon 
as the bureau was an- 
nounced—were turned up in 
the entire state. 

Special education was the 
most open single area — 
about 140 positions showed 
up. In social studies and 
history, there were only 
seven; in physical educa- 
tion, in foreign 
guage, seven; in elementary 
education, about 60. 

By eary September, the of- 
fice had handled more than 
1,100 requests for job informa- 
tion 

Clearly, 


things aren't good— 
either for presently jobless 
teachers or for the 17,000 grad- 
uates of teacher education pro- 
grams in Illinois this year 

What happened? Where 
all those jobs 20? 

It’s largely 
supply having 
the demand. 

Much of the present crisis is 
due to poor planning by educa 
tors, according to Vito Bianco, 
assistant superintendent in the 
professional relations and serv 
ices department of the state 
office. 

“We knew 
occur,” he said; “but educa- 
tional institutions haven’t done 
anything about it. We in educa- 
tion have been poor planners. 

Colleges of education have 
tended to “build empires’ and 
“ignore the inevitable," Bianco 
said 

Educators are naturally com 
mitted to their profession and 
want it to expand—so they just 
kept producing more teachers.

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Ethics Legislation Is Imperative -- Ogilvie Divorce Decrees 


By Gov. 
RICHARD B. OGILVIE 


Last February I told our 
legislators we had reached “the 
point of danger” in Illinois be- 
cause of the public’s lack of 
confidence in the integrity of 
our public officials. 

Recent events have confirmed 
that judgment many times 
over. 

Thus the stage is set—at last 
—for long-overdue action in the 
General Assembly on ethics and 
campaign disclosure legislation. 

I wasn’t completely alone 
in February in asking for 
action in these two areas— 
but there was a noticeable 
lack of enthusiasm, to put 
it mildly. 

The ethics bill I proposed 
narrowly survived Senate ef- 
forts to kill it, but it failed to 
go anywhere in the Illinois 
House 

The campaign disclosure bill 
was waylaid in a Senate com- 
mittee, which never got around 
to holding full hearings on the 
proposal. 

The heart of both these bills 
is the public's right to know, 
and the accompanying respon- 
sibility. on public figures to 
make full disclosure of their fi- 
nancial interests, and of the ex- 
tent of their campaign spend- 
ing. 

The question before us is 
not merely that a few per- 
sons appear to have made 
profitable deals which raise 
serious questions of propri- 
ety and ethics. 

The larger question is the 
damaging effect these actions 
have had on the public’s trust 
in all public officials. 

Unless that trust is restored, 
everything that is done in gov- 
ernment becomes. suspect, 
rightly or wrongly. 

Thus the hard work and dili- 
gent attention to the public in- 
terest of a truly dedicated legis- 
lator—and there are many—is 
tarred with distrust. 

Such a result inevitably 


debases and harms our en- 

tire democratic process, 

and all of us. 
“fo have this happen at a 
time when our democratic proc- 
ess faces a number of severe 
challenges is doubly damaging. 

Tough new laws for llinois 
will not work as cure-alls. 

But they will serve as a start- 
ing point in the fight to restore 
public confidence. 

In the past, many well-inten- 
tioned and honest persons in 
public life have argued that it 
is unreasonable to require pub- 
lic figures to reveal so much 
more about their finances than 
is required of members of the 
general public 

Yet it is the inherent nature 
of public service that it does 
require personal sacrifices and 
a standard of conduct not re- 
quired of persons in private 
life.

The legislation I submitted in 
February is not a challenge of 
the highest order to all our 
legislators. 

I believe there is an im- 
perative need to face this 
challenge now. 

We can pass these bills—or 
stronger ones—if we have the 
will to do so. 

And again, I urge that all 
of us put our duty to our 
state and its people first— 
before any other considera- 
tion. 

When we do that, we can 
claim the respect and trust we 
would like for ourselves as hon- 
est servants of our democratic 
form of government.

May Tighten Law on

The Federal Trade Commis 
sion has issued a statement that 
consumers who make purchases 
of over $50 from door-to-door 
salesmen may return the items 
or may cancel contracts for a 
full refund within three days

The statement said that co 
ercive methods used by some 
door-to-door salesmen are a dis 
tinct problem to housewives 
and most do not know that they 
may cancel any agreements 
within three days by notifying 
the seller of cancellation, 

A stronger trade regulation is 
being considered which would 
reduce the amount of the sale 
covered from $50 to $10 and 
would require the seller to fur- 
nish the buyer with a written 
notification that the contract or 
agreement may be cancelled 
within three days.

Lieutenant Governor Asks--Is 
School Formula Constitutional? 


By LT. GOV. PAUL SIMON 


I have long regarded Illinois’ 
formula for school aid as one 
which cheats many children of 
the chance for a good education 
—and an unnecessarily heavy 
burden on those who own prop- 
erty. 

Last month, the California 
Supreme Court voted 6-1 to out- 
law that state's financing of 
schools by local property taxes. 

About 56% of the school funds 
in California come from real 
estate and personal property 
taxes. In Illinois, the amount is 
even higher, nearly 59%. 

If that opinion is upheld, it 
will drastically change school 
financing all over the nation, in- 
cluding Illinois. 

The court’s 63-page deci- 
sion concluded that “this 
funding scheme invidiously 
discriminates against the 
poor because it makes the 
quality of a child’s educa- 
tion a function of the wealth 
of his parents and neigh- 
bors.” 

The California court said, 
“Affluent districts can have 
their cake and eat it too; 
they can provide a high 
quality education for their 
children while paying lower 
taxes. Poor districts, by 
contrast, have no «cake at 
all.”” 

The equal rights to quality 
education must be protected, 
the court said, because ‘‘educa- 
tion is a major determinant of 
an individual's chance for eco- 
nomic and social success in our 
competitive society; second, ed- 
ucation is a unique influence on 
a child's development as a citi- 
zen and his participation in po- 
litical and community life.’* 

IUinois has the same kind of 
disparity the court found in 
California. 


For instance, Maple Grove 
District 17 in Massac County 
enjoys an assessed valuation 
of $387,492 per pupil. Brookport 
District 38 in the same county 
can count on only $3,711, less 
than than 19% as much. 

There is no way those two 
school districts can provide 
equal educational opportunities. 
State aid, which is supposed to 
equalize those differences, does 
not do the job. 

The 10 richest elementary dis- 
trict have 21 times the assessed 
valuation per pupil as the 10 
poorest, but the lowest districts 
receive only nine times as much 
state help. 

Experts working under Dr. 
Michael Bakalis, the superin- 
tendent of public instruction, 
say, “There is a strong possibil- 
ity that the Illinois equalization 
formulas could not withstand a 
court test."” 

The poorer districts do not 
care less about education. In 
fact, they tax themselves at a 
much higher rate than the rich 
districts. 

The school tax rate in Maple 
Grove District 17 is $0.408 per 
$100 assessed valuation. In 
Brookport District 38, it is 
$2.735. 

Egyptian District 5 in Alex- 
ander County, with only $6,922 
assessed valuation per pupil, 


has a school tax rate of $4.461. | 


Many of the unhappy 
headlines about problems in 
our society are caused in 
large part by our failure to 
guarantee the opportunity 
for a quality education to 
all young people. 

The Illinois law is now be- 
ing challenged in the courts. 
We do not have to wait for 
a court decision before we 
revise our system. 

Justice and simple decency 
demand we act. 


Could Horatio Alger Have Advanced 


From This State’s Welfare Rolls?

SPRINGFIELD — Horatio Al- 
ger’s boys are dead, and their 
like will probably never be seen 
in American life again, says 
State Public Aid Director Ed- 
ward T, Weaver. 

In the place of Jed the 
Shoeshine Boy and his poor 
but proud brothers who rose 
from poverty to prestige 
through pluck and persever- 
ance, there stand roughly 
850,000 persons in Illinois 
alone mired in poverty from 
which neither their own ef- 
forts or those of outside 
agencies, such as Weaver's 
department of public wel- 
fare, appear to be able to 
budge them. 

Grants and other costs for 
their support in the current 
year will leave at least a 
$31 million deficit, after eat- 
ing up a public aid budget 
initially set at $1.3 billion 
but since cut by $65 million 
by Gov. Richard Ogilvie. 
Getting them off the aid rolls 

and onto payrolls, Weaver feels, 
is hampered by everything from 
a floundering national economy 
through a school system which 
has failed them, to a human

tendency to not want to take a 
job considered ‘‘demeaning.” 

But unless they are gotten off 
the rolls somehow, their sheer 
increasing bulk can rip the fab- 
ric of present American life, 
and drastically change the very 
nature of the American free en- 
terprise system, Weaver fears. 

He stops short of speaking of 
violence and radical change, 
noting that “. . . I’m not much 
of a historian. But history seems 
to indicate that in other places, 
such as Czarist Russia, when 
the numbers of poor and dis- 
gruntled increased enough, lead- 
ership arose and the whole sys- 
tem of government was 
changed."” 

And leadership, like the poor, 
he feels we have always with 
us. 
“There are always people, not 
necessarily from the ranks of 
the poor themselves, willing to 
set themselves up as leaders of 
the poor, for their own pur- 

ses.” 

The “how” of getting re- 
cipients off the aid rolls is 
the big question, for which 
there doesn’t seem to be 
even a small successful an- 
swer.

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Governor to Decide Whether to Release 
Funds to Open School of Dental Medicine 


Governor Ogilvie reportedly will decide 
this week whether to release $1,200,000 to en- 
able the SIU-SW Dental School to open during 
1972. It is encouraging that the important deci- 
sion will be made at the highest level. 

The School of Dental Medicine is vital 
because of the great need for dentists in South 
western Illinois. Another noteworthy point is 
that it is the first professional school to be 
scheduled for the local university 

SIU-SW is a “‘natural’’ for such instruction 
bi se of its location within one of the nation’s 
principal metropolitan areas. 

If even as crucial a doctoral program as 
the dental school would be indefinitely post 
poned by a temporary budget dilemma stem- 
ming from questionable priorities, the idea of 
multiple professional hools at this strategic 
location would receive a setback. 

We hope the governor's finding is fav- 
orable and we are glad that he is to decide 
rather than the Illinois Bureau of the Budget, 
which has withheld the already fully-authorized 
funds for still another evaluation and re-evalua 
tion, 

The numerous governing layers separating 
Southern Illinois University from Illinois Gen 
eral Assembly allocations—including the High- 
er Education Board and Budget Bureau—have 
been a matter of concern for some time. Now, 
it seens that even projects which hurdle all 
those barriers and are signed by the governor 
are being subjected to second “trials by fire” 
in which they have to gain repeat approvals. 

It is not at all certain that these proced 
ures are “‘according to Hoyle’ and we would 
like to see the governor say such run-arounds 
are not “according to Ogilvie,” either. He 
do so by releasing the Dental School funds.

There is city-owned 
space around the fire hall for 
what is needed. 

If it is built there, the police 
and fire departments could 
work together more closely to 
give our city greater protec- 
tion. 

The national government 
would pay for about three- 
fourths of the cost of a new 
building, leaving us, the people 
who use it, to pay only one- 
fourth the cost. 

Good, efficient, police protec- 
tion is one of the few things 
you can’t put a price on, for it 
is truly priceless—as anyone 
who has ever needed a police- 
man can tell you.

Berlin Has Its Wall, Cuba Also 
Sealing Off the Door to Freedom

Cuba is becoming a walled 
island and, if Premier Fidel 
Castro has his way, it will be- 
come nearly as hard for anti- 
Communist Cubans to leave 
their country as for East Ger- 
mans to hurdle the Berlin Wall. 

The last major exodus route, 
the twice-daily “freedom fight" 
refugee airlift to Miami, is be 
ing phased out at Castro's or- 
der. 

Castro's announcement that 
he would let 1,000 more Cubans 
out and then halt the refugee 
airlift caught the U. S. govern- 
ment and Cuban exiles abroad 
by surprise. 

The State Department pointed 
out that there were 33,000 per- 
sons on a priority list dating 
back to 1965 that had already 
been approved by both coun- 
tries and asked that the list be 
honored. 

Castro’s reason for the deci- 
sion is unclear, Cuba has been 
hard-pressed for workers and 
professional people, who have 
been among those leaving. 

About a quarter-million Cu- 
bans have come to the United 
States by the air shuttle estab- 
lished Dec. 1, 1965. The Cuban 
exile population in the United 
States now exceeds one-half 
million. 

Castro patrols have al- 
most sealed Death Corridor, 
as refugees call the hazard- 
ous sea “wall” between 
Cuba and the United States. 

The Cuban Refugee Cen- 
ter has registered 11,144 
who “‘hurdled’’ it in boats, 
rafts, anything that would 
float. 

But it has no record of 
untold thousands failing to 
make the passage. Sharks, 
storms, thirst take their toll 
across the often hazardous 
Florida Strati. 

A Castro defector recently 
testified before the Senate In- 
ternal Security subcommittee 
that only about 5 per cent of 
those who set out manage even 
to elude Castro patrols 

Francisco Teira, former 
Cuban intelligence officer, also 
said jany times they are 
bitten by dogs, and ofttimes 
shot to death before they even 
get to the beach.” 

Since 1962, when an average 
of 190 refugees a month reached 
Miami by boat, this traffic has 
diminished steadily. In July, 
only two craft with a total of 
21 persons aboard made it 

The Berlin Wall went up in 
1961, about the same time as 
the “Castro wall” restricting 
travel from Cuba. By compari- 
son, unofficial estimates place 
the number of East Germans 
who have escaped at 5,000, and 
the number who died trying at 
150. 

In 1970, the Castro regime 
stopped taking applications for 
Cubans to leave on airline 
flights to Mexico and Spain, 


then the only commercial at 

links to the Western world 

Cuba Internacional; the 
gazine of Cuba's official news 
service, Prensa Latina, said in 
an article last November that 
15,00Y persons already on wait 
ing lists would be allowed to 
leave for Mexico and Spain at 
the rate of 800 monthly. About 
half would have departed by 
now at that pace. 

Closing the airline departure 
lists was termed by Prensa 
Latina “the first step in a new 
policy to overcome the barrier, 
more psychological than real, 
that keep a minority alienated 
from the revolutionary proc- 
ess.” 

The article continued that dis: 
affected Cubans must be re- 
incorporated into Cuban life 
and economic tasks. 

Phasing out of the freedom 
flight airlift would appear to 
fall in line. 

Cuba had halted airlift ap- 
plications five months after the 
flights began, when requests 
came in so fast they caused 
processing and traffic jams. 

In numbering the days of 
the freedom flights, Castro 
appears to be doing what. 
American opponents of the 
refugee lift long had tried 
to do. 

A proposal in 1970 by Rep. 
William Clay of St. Louis to 
end financing of the refugee 
program was defeated in 
the House by only five 
votes. 

In July, 1971, the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee, headed 
by Sen. Allen Ellender of Lou- 
isiana, voted to end financial 
support of the airlift 

Ellender later withdrew the 
matter, but citing “‘burdens” to 
U. S. taxpayers, said he would 
bring it up again. 

The current year’s budget for 
the Cuban refugee program is 
$144 million. Only $1 million 
pays for the. airlift itself, but 
growth of exile population 
means greater over-all cost 

It was a statement by Castro 
himself that led to the freedom 
flights. The Cuban dictator said 
in a speech Sept. 28, 1965, that 
all who wanted to leave Cuba 
could do so. He added: “We 
shall see what they (the Ameri 
cans) will do (about this).”’ 

What President Lyndon, John 
son did was tell Cubans that 
“all those who seek refuge in 
the United States will find it.” 

Cubans who applied to leave, 
on the strength of Johnson's 
promise, had their property 
seized, and were regarded as 
outcasts in their homeland. Be- 
fore leaving, they have had to 
work in sugarcane fields. If ap- 
plicants must now remain in 
Cuba, their future could be 
dreary. 

There are reports Castro 
plans to open the north side of 
his ‘‘wall’’ to_permit exiles visi- 
tation rights to Cuba, much as 
East Germany opened the Ber- 
lin Wall to the west.

UF Agencies Provide Aid to Afflicted 


_ Many serious and distressing 
illnesses cannot be treated. in- 
definitely in acute general hos- 
pitals. 

Often people are faced with 
prolonged convalescence _ pe- 
tiods after the onslaught of a 
debilitating or crippling attack 
and have no one to help them. 

What then? What happens 
when a mother is incapacitated 
by illness and the children are 
too small to take care of them- 
selves and certainly can't give 
their mother the care and as- 
sistance she requires. 

Several United Fund-support- 
ed agencies are equipped — be- 
cause of the generosity of those 
who contribute to the Fund— 
to provide help to the afflicted. 

One of these agencies is the 
Visiting Nurse Association, who 
care for the sick in their 
homes. 

They help people like Mary 
L. who was released from the 
hospital after recovering from 
the initial effects of a stroke. 
She is the mother of three chil- 
dren, 

Children Helpless 

Shortly after returning home, 
Mary was struck down with a 
severe case of muscular spasms 
— a reaction from the stroke— 
which left her doubled with 
pain, unable to move. Her chil- 
dren stood by helplessly. 

When the visiting nurse found 
Mary she was propped up with 
pillows the family had placed 
around her to ease her condi- 
tion. Mary had become so weak 
she could no longer move, and 

the family was getting hysteri- 
cal as Mary’s spasms wors- 
ened. 

It took four months, but un- 
der the care of the visiting 
physical therapist, and contin- 
ual exercise, she was able to 
move about in a wheel chair. 
Now, Mary, who was crunched 
with pillows, is able to shop, 
cook, and care again for her 
husband and family. 

“We can do so much for 
patients if given the chance,” 
said Visiting Nurse director Ar- 
lene Crouther. 

And they've been doing it

Visits cost $12, but if a patient 
is unable to pay, or if M 
care doesn’t cover the visit, 
the United Fund allocation of 
$6,6000 to Visiting Nurses in- 
sures that health care is avail- 
able. Care is administered un- 
der doctor’s orders. 

Services Exceed Funds 

All United Fund money col- 
lected for Visiting Nurse As- 
sociation in the Tri-Cities Area 
is spent in this area, even 
though the office is at 1256 N. 
89th St. East St. Louis. Thus 
far nurses have given more 
services than Fund allocations 
have covered. 

Services of Visiting Nurse As- 
sociation include nutrition ad- 
vice by a licensed dietician, 
shot, instruction to the family 
on care for the sick (including 
the often overlooked details — 
like scatter rugs invite broken 
bones for old people.) Through 
trained home health aids, meals 
are prepared, houses kept, 
baths given, and rehabilitation 
and therapy administered. 

The goal of the visiting nurse 
is to get the people on their 
feet and help them to become 
self-reliant citiezns. * 

Sometimes a complete change 
of environment is needed to 
help the patient overcome his 
affliction. Alcoholism, the third 
leading killer in this country, 
is such a disease. 

Hospitals can sober up a per- 
son, but who helps the alcoholic 
avoid taking another drink? 

The Alcoholic Rehabilitation 
Community Home (ARCH) was 
set up three years ago to pro- 
vide a bridge beiween de-

of drinking, one Sunday morn- 
ing Wilbur reached for the 
whiskey bottle and knocked it 
over. 

“IT went to a friend and he 
offered me a cup of coffee and 
suggested a way out for me,” 
recalls Mr. Arnold. 

Wilbur spent 14 weeks “dry- 
ing out’? at Alton State Hos- 
pital. Two years later he took 
“just one drink” at a family 
reunion to see what would hap- 
pen—and he returnéd to Alton 
State — this time for 6 weeks. 

“[’m never going back there. 
and I want to help others stay 
out of there too. I'm not afraid 
of any man or anything except 
that whiskey bottle — I know 
what it can do to me. I think 
of nothing else except that next 
drink, and that next drink is 
nothing but false courage,” 
Said Wilbur. 

Through his experiences, Mr. 
Arnold knows when an alcoholic 
is lying to him — they use the 
same excuses he used. 

“One man told me he only 
had two beers after work. I 
found out from his wife about 
the jugs of wine he consumed 
in the evening,” said Mr. Ar- 
nold. 


Have Waiting List 


ARCH, located at 1909 Grand 
Ave., accomodates about five 
residents at a time, or about 
40 men a year. This is a small 
portion of the estimated 20% 
of Tri-Cities residents who are 
alcoholics. ARCH also does ex- 
tensive counseling. They have a 
waiting list for house residency 
and plans for larger quarters 
Residents at ARCH do house- 
keeping chores, including bak- 
ing fresh cakes and perking 
hot coffee. 

Alcoholic’s Anonymous and 
tfie ARCH board of directors 
also contribute to the total re- 
habilitation of the alcoholic 
through job placement and 
counseling. Mr. Arnold has 
been successful in stopping or 
diminishing the alcoholism of 
moer than 50% of his contacts 
— a very high percentage. 

Special needs for special 
problems also include special 
care for special children. 

These are children who be- 
cause of birth defects are de- 
prived of a normal life. Ap- 
proximately 97% of the retard- 
ed children incured brain dam- 
age a few minutes after birth. 

Though school programs for 
special children are now estab- 
lished, most retarded children 
are excluded from the normal 
social activities of children that 
could make their lives so much 
happier, especially for those 
over age 16 

Recognizing this need, Special 
School teacher Mrs. Evelyn 
Gavin started the Granite City 
Association for the Retarded 
chapter of the state and nation- 
al A. R. S. Through their letter 
camgaign the association re- 
cently moved Governor Ogilvie 
to sign a bill providing help 
for handicapped and retarded 
children. 

Greatest Benefit 

But the greatest benefit for 
the children is that they can 
now have Christmas, Easter, 
and Halloween parties—a bowl- 
ing league and field trips that 
other children take for granted 
Through association activities 
these special children need no 
longer be social outcasts. 

Though retardation is still baf- 
fling doctors, it is not the only 
disease whose causes and cures 
are unkown. One of the most 
common, and mistreated dis- 
eases is arthritis, affecting one 
out of every 16 persons in the 
United States: 

“About $300 million a year is 
spent by arthritics on copper 
bracelets seawater, vibrators, 
and other quack devices be- 
cause the people give up too 
quickly on medical treat- 
ments,’ according to Arthritis 
Foundation Director Mrs. Al- 
bert Eschrich 

“The only thing that can pos- 
sibly help an arthritis patient 
is proper medical care. Without 
treatment many patients would 
be confined to bed. We do have 
drugs to help arthritis victims 
it just takes time to find 
the right combination — and 
many people are too impa- 
tient,” The important thing is 
to get proper treatment as soon 
as possible.” 

“One woman from the Tri- 
Cities came to the Arthritis 
Clinic at St. Louis U. groping 
along the walls in pain, her 
feet swollen. Her leg’ was 
opened from an overdose of 
hormones. Mrs. Eschrich put 
her in the clinic and through 
medication and physical ther- 
apy she recuperated. The wom- 
an is now a licensed practical 
nurse, 

Doctors serving the arthritis 
clinic donate their time and all 
clinic services are free to those 
who need them.
